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GANS IN 0 


American troops are playing their part in the crucial stage 


of the greatest battle in history. On this, the thirty-seventh day 
of the great German offensive, Hindenburg for the first time is 
striking simultaneously in Flanders and Picardy. 


One important obejctive in Picardy is the important railway 


and highway center of Amiens. Before this city Foch is oppos- 
ing him with a combined force of French, British and Americans. 
Americans in this sector at least apparently arc brigaded with 
Foch's men rather than with Haig's. 


A French communique described "Franco-American posi- 


t:ons" between Hangard-En-Santerre and Hailles. 
The latter 


pillage is only seven miles southeast oi' Amiens on the west bank 
of the Avre. The Americans thus are accorded the signal honor 
of battling the Germans at the point of their nearest approach 
to Amiens. 
Hangard-En-Santerre is three and one-half miles 


east and slightly north of Hailies on the north bank of the Luce. 


The enemy, after its initial success in capturing Villers- 


Bretonneux, three miles north of Hangard-En-Santerre, from the 
British, have been forced back in some places by counter attacks 
'Haig reported today. 


The opposing armies are still surging deseprately back and 


forth across the ten mile front between the Somme and the Avre. 


In Flanders French and British troops are resisting a heavy 


assault on a wide front northeast of Bailleul.

Santerre (where American and French troops are fighting 
shoulder to shoulder) the French war office announced today.

Many of them, in the last few 


months, have 
arrived in Yokohama 


from Harbin and Vladivostok on their 
way to America, where they hoped to 
gain admittance to the forces serving 
under the Stars and Stripes. Others, 
having 
dodged 
the

Guards, slip into 
the ports of 
the 


China coast, remove their 
disguise 


and with the money they have realiz- 
ed from the sale of their personal be- 
longings, attempt to got passage thru 
Suez to Italy or France, where they 
believe they can be of service to the 
Allies. 


Not a day passes but what these 


patriots may be seen in the streets of. 
Yokohama, some in their frayed uni- 
forms, others in soiled civilian clothes 
They generally journey to Tokyo for 
an interview with the American mili- 
tary 
attache, who, however, is not 


able to promise them a great deal. 
Some, who speak French, are offered 
encouragement in obtaining positions 
as interpreters, others, particularly 
aviators, are told the United States 
may employ them as instructors.

and highway center of Amiens. Before this city Foch is oppos- 
ing him with a combined force of French, British and Americans. 
Americans in this sector at least apparently arc brigaded with 
Foch's men rather than with Haig's. 


A French communique described "Franco-American posi- 


t:ons" between Hangard-En-Santerre and Hailles. 
The latter 


pillage is only seven miles southeast oi' Amiens on the west bank 
of the Avre. The Americans thus are accorded the signal honor 
of battling the Germans at the point of their nearest approach 
to Amiens. 
Hangard-En-Santerre is three and one-half miles 


east and slightly north of Hailies on the north bank of the Luce. 


The enemy, after its initial success in capturing Villers- 


Bretonneux, three miles north of Hangard-En-Santerre, from the
